Levison advised King to seriously consider appointing 
Edward ‘Lamb of Toledo, Ohio.as King's lieutenant. Levison 
efiphasized that Lamb fs one of the richest men in Ohio, 
has control of television stations and has a long history 
of liberalism including a bout with Senator Joseph McCarthy. 
Levison pointed out that this is the type of individual who 
will work for a cause and accomplish things. King indicated 
that he may participate in a freedom rally in the Toledo 
area in July or August, which he had previously turned 
down. This will enable King to spend an afternoon with | 
Lamb to personally evaluate and develop Lamb's friendship. 

King is confused by the confrontation and war 
between Israel and the Arab states. This development has 
compromised King's plans for a peace drive this summer and 
rendered a peace march on Washington, D. C. at the end of 
the summer inadvisable. — 


King also stated that he was disappointed by 
the developments in the Middle East since they have taken 
the emphasis off the Vietnan situation and given President 
Lyndon B. Johnson the respite the President desirec from 
the Vietnam coverage. King desires to keep attention and 
pressure focused on the Vietnam situation in spite of other 
developments. Levison stated that this was impossible and 
that the better course for King to follow is preparation 
for a Vietnam peace drive after the Mid-East crisis has 
passed since the peace movement as a whole is now totally 


Levison advised King to maintain a middle road 
attitude on the Middle East and not be pressured by the 
1 forces since they are 2 emotionally and 
rrationally at the present time. Levison outlined King's 
position as "Israel's territorial integrity and its right 
to a home land are incontestable, but war settles nothing 
and political questions should be settled by a Four Power 
Conference or the United Nations end not var“.

A source advised in October, 1960, that the Chicago 
Chapter of the Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC) was formed 
dur ing the summer of 1960 at Chicago, Illinois, under the 
direct guidance and leadership of RICHARD CRILEY, a wember of 
the State Committee, Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. 


U second source in August, 1960 ter nishec a leafiet 
entitled, “What Is Really Happening in Cuba?" distributed by 
the FPCC in Chicago. The aims and purposes of the FPCC as set 
forth in this leaflet include the following: "To digseminate 
the truth, to combat untruth; to publish and distribute factual 
information which the United States mass media suppresses. In 
general, to contribute to foundations for peace, friendship, 
and understanding between ourselves and the Cuban people.” The 
leaflet reflects the FPCC plans to accomplish these ais: By 
mailing of informational bulletins; organizing public meetings 
and forums; providing speakers, movies, and slides for meetings 
of interested organizations, placing ads in newspapers; to visit 
Cuba and see for themselves what conditions really are.” 


A third source advised on March 9, 1944, that there 
has been no activity of the FPCC in Chicago since late November, 
1963, and for all intents and purposes the organization is 
defunct.

The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New Tork Tiaes" 
mewspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned “What 
Is Really Happening in Cuba, placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate “the truth about revolutionary Cuba” to neutralize 
the distorted American press. 


"The New York Tires“ edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified hiaself and ROBERT TASER 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and TABER 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FPCC’s existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby influence FPCC 
policy, This source added that during the past year there had 
been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role 
of these and other organizations in the cc so that their 
influence as of May, 1963, was negligible. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 


On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that VINCENT 
"TED" LEE, FPCC National Office Director, was then formulating 
FPCC policy and had indicated that he had no intention of per- 
mitting FPCC policy to be determined by any other organization. 
This source stated that LEE believed that the FPCC should 
advocate resumption of diplomatic relations between Cuba and 
the United States and should support the right of Cubans to 
manage their revolution without interference from other nations. 2 
LEE did not advocate supporting the Cuban revolution per se. .

The November 23, 1963, edition of "The New York Times” 
reported that sene tor THOMAS J. DODD of Connecticut Lad called 
FPCC “the chief pubiic relations instrument of the Castro network 
in the United States." It is to be noted that Senator DODD was 
a member of the Senate Internal Security Subcomittee which twice 
conducted hearings on the FPCC. 


The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York World 

Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro-CASTRO FPCC was 
seeking to go out of business and that its prime activity during 
its lifetime had been sponsorship of pro-CASTRO street rallies 
and mass picket lines, and the direction of an active propaganda 
mill highlighting illegul travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Its compara- 
tively brief span of life was attributed to mounting anti-CASTRO 

American public opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings which | 
disclosed FPCC financing by CASTRO's United Nations Delegation, 
and ultimately, the bad publicity which the FPCC received from 
disclosure of activities on its behalf by suspected presidential 
assassin LEE H. OSWALD. 


On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned second 
source advised that V. T. LEE had recent ly remarked that the 
FPCC was dead anc that rere were no plans to organize anotber 
similar organization. 


On April 13, 1964, a third source advised tnat there 
had not been any FPCC activity in many months and that the FPCC 
had been dissolved. |

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as 
it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
‘program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
“radically transform" the university community, and provide | 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 6 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the “responsible left“ which the Party has “going for us." 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anticonaunist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of “New Left Notes,” the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of April 18, 1967, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, 
Illinois. | :

The article reports that 
Miss CAROL HOOVER, Atlanta, Georgia, an administrative 
assistant at the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) was one of four new members added to 
the board of SCEF at this meeting.

"The Southern Patriot” was cited as an "organ" 
of the Southern Conference for Human Welfare (SCHW) by 
the Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 
June 12, 1947. 


The Schu was cited as a communist front by the 
Committee on Un-American Activit ies, House Report . 
June 12, 1947. 


An amendment to the charter of the SCHW dated 
April 26, 1946, changed the nane of that organization to the 
SCZF, and listed its purpose as being to improve the educational 
and cultural standards of the Southern people in accordance 


with tke highest American democratic institut ions, traditions, 
and ideals. : 

The SCEF is self-described as having deep roots 
in the South wkere it began as the educational wing of the 
SCEV, organized in 1938 to work for economic and political 
reforn. When the Sc disbanded in the late 1940's, SCEF 
continued as an indepondent organization, rallying support 
for integration and democracy and helping to stimulate and 
nurture new movements of the early 1960's. The SCEF 
maintained headgucrters in Louisiana for twenty years, but in 
1966 moved its headquarters to Louisville, Kentucky. 


5 source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGETFOOT, a Communist Party Tunctionary, stated at a 2 of 
the commun igt Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 2 
1961, that the Communist Party is not connected with any 
progressive movement but indirectly they do have some 
dnZliuonce in the SCEF, 


A second source, who is familiar with some phases 
of Communist Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised 
on June 8, 1966, that during the time that the Sch was in 
existence members of the Communist Party were members of and 
vorked actively in the SCH; however, since the formatia of 
the SCEF, Communist Party members have not been encouraged 
to work in the SCE. The source stated that the SCEF is a 
progressive, liberal organizetion, which he considers a 
Cozmunist Party front organization because it has gone along with 
the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly on the 
racial issue. 


CARL BRADIN and ANNE RAD, Director and Associate 
Director respectively of the SCEF, were identified by ALBERTA 
AHEARN, 2311 Payne, Louisville, Kentucky, a self-admitted 
former menber of the Cozauaist Party, on December 13, 1954, 
in her test iaony in Jefferson County, Kentucky, Court in the 
prosecution of CARL BRADEN under a state sedition statute as 
nezbers of the Comzunist Party in Louisville, Kentucky, 2rom 
January, 1951, to December, 1954. 


A third source advised an May 28, 1965, that GEORGE 
KSYERS, a Communist Party functionary, expressed great admiration 
for CARL and ANNE BRADEN and the SCEF, with which they are 
affiliated, and expressed the view that the SCEF is the best 
organization in the South as far as doing effective work is 
concerned and that they have a better idea of what they are

' he Centre Daily ines, State College, Pa., May 13, 
1967, contained a letter from ELIZABETH MARSH of Boals burg, 
which states that during the early summer alli of the United 
States volunteers will be calling door to door raising the 
difficult questions as to whether the Vietnam war is morally 
wrong and that it may not be in the best interest of the 
United States.

A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, a * 
conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the pur- 

pose of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new 
national Merxist-oriented youth organization which would hunt 

for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates 

were told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP its<¢lf. 


A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, 
at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which 
time the name V. B. B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. The aims of this organization, as set 
forth in the preamble to the constitution, are: it is our belief 
that this nation can best solve its problems in an atsosphere of 
peaceful coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for 
211 peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be 
reached mainly through the united efforts of all democratic 
elements in our country, composed essentially of the working 
people allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with 
whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat to 
American democracy comes from the racist and right wing forces 
in coalition with the most reacticnary sections of the economic 
power structure, using the tool of anti-Communism to divide and 
destroy the unified struggle of the working people.” 


Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965, the DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers 
was elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the 
DCA. Since Labor Day, 1965, identities of those serving on the 
NEC has varied; however, according to a third source as of May, 
1966, thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC were members 
of the CP in the San Francisco Bay area.

On May 3, 1966, a source advised that on June 30, 
1964, a group of young people who attended the founding con- 
vention of the V. B. B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) met in 
Chicago and adopted a statement of purpose and constitution 
forming the DCC as an affiliate of the national DCA. 


This source further advised that at a meeting of 
the Chicago Area of the Midwest Region of the DCA held April 
3, 1965, the boundary of the Chicago Area was established to 
include all of Illinois north of Springfield, Illinois, and 
all of Indiana. At this meeting, TED PEARSON was elected 
Area Coordinator. 


A second source advised on May 9, 1966, that as of 
May, 1966, TED PEARSON, Chairman of the Youth Club of the 
Communist. Party (CP) of Illinois, continued to be the Chicago 
Area Coordinator of the DCA, and the official headquarters is 
located at the PEARSON apartment, 1808 North Cleveland — 
Chicago, Ylilinois.

NATION OF ISLAM 


In January, 1957, a source advised that ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD has described his o rganization on a nationwide 
pg ire the "Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples 
of Islan." 


On April 29, 1966, a second source advised that, 
ELIJAH MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of 
Islam (NOI); Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 
South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Tillinois, is the 
national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, MUHAMMAD 
and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD ' s 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
"Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's 
Temples of Islan." 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. 
MUHAMMAD claims to have been selected by ALLAH, the 
Supreme Being, to lead the so-called Negro race out of 
Slavery in the wilderness of North America by establishing 


. an independent black nation in the United States. 


Members following MUHAMMAD's ,veachings and his 

interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such 
thing as a Negro, that the so-called Negroes are slaves 
of the white race, referred to as "white devils," in the 


- United States; and that the white race, because of its 


exploitation of the so-called „kegroes » must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the pro- 
visions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States.

On May 5, 1958, the. first source advised that 
MUHAMMAD had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his 
personal statements and instructions to his ministers con- 
cerning the principles of his organization in order to 
avoid possible prosecution by the United States Government, 
however, he did not indicate any fundamental changes in the 
teachings of his organization. 


On May 2, 1966, a third source advised that 
MUHAMMAD had, early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize 
the religious aspects of the teachings of Islam and to 
stress the economic benefits to be derived by those Negroes 
who joined the NOI.
